1.  ARBITRATIONS. 
Costs  of  arbitrators  are  regulated  by  R.  S.  0.  cap.  64. 

Interpretation. 

Sec.  1.  In  the  construction  of  this  Act,    "arbitrator"  shall  include  all 
arbitrators,  eveiy  umpire  and  every  referee  in  the  nature  of  an  arbitrator  ; 

and 
"  Award  "  shall  include  every  umpirage  and  every  certificate  in  the  nature 

of  an  award. 

Non-professional  Arbitrators. 

Sec.  2.  No  arbitrator,  who  is  not  by  profession  and  calling  a  barrister,, 
attorney,  engineer,  architect,  or  provincial  land  surveyor,  shall  be  entitled  to 
demand  or  take  for  his  attendance  and  services  as  an  arbitrator,  any  greater 
fees  than  are  hereinafter  set  down  in  schedule  A.  to  this  Act. 

Professional  Arbitrators. 

Sec.  3.  No  arbitrator,  who  is  by  profession  and  calling  a  barrister,  attor- 
ney, engineer,  architect,  or  provincial  land  surveyor,  shall  be  entitled  to 
demand  or  take  for  his  attendance  and  services  as  such  arbitrator,  any 
ffreater  fees  than  are  hereinafter  set  down  in  schedule  B.  to  this  Act, 

Witnesses. 

Sec.  4.  No  greater  fee  shall  be  taxed  or  allowed  to  any  persons  called  as 
witnesses  before  any  arbitrator  or  umpire  than  would  be  taxed  and  allowed 
to  the  same  persons  in  an  ordinary  suit  before  a  Court  having  jurisdiction 
over  the  subject  matter  of  reference.

Sec.  61.  In  every  case  in  which  a  Sheriff  neglects  or  refuses  to  return  any 
writ  or  process  when  so  called  upon,  he  shall  be  bound  to  pay  the  costs  of  any 
rule  or  order  taken  out  to  compel  such  return,  and  all  other  costs  consequent 
thereon,  and  also  the  costs  of  the  previous  requisition  to  make  the  return. 

Sec.  62.  In  case  at  any  time  after  the  proper  day  for  the  performance  of 
anv  other  duty  or  matter  relating  to  the  office  of  Sheriff,  application  is  made 
for  a  rule,  and  a  rule  is  granted  on  him  by  any  Court,  for  the  performance 
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of  the  duty  or  matter,  he  shall,  unless  the  Court  or  a  Judge  otherwise  orders, 
pay  to  the  party  making  the  application  or  obtaining  the  rule,  all  taxable 
costs  therein. 

Sec.  63.  In  case  it  appears  to  the  Court  or  a  Judge  that  the  application 
for  a  rule  is  frivolous  or  vexatious,  the  Court  or  Judge  may,  on  dischargino- 
the  application,  specially  order  that  no  costs  shall  be  paid  by  such  Sheriff, 
or  may  specially  order  that  costs  shall  be  paid  to  the  Sheriff  by  the  party 
making  the  application. 

Sec.  G4.  In  no  case  in  which  a  personal  service  on  the  Sheriff  of  any  rule

Bailiff  of  the  Sheriff  who  may  for  the  time  being  be  present  in,  or  have 
charge  of,  the  Sheriff's  office. 

Sec.  Co.  The  forty-eighth,  forty-ninth,  fiftieth,  fifty-first,  fifty-second, 
fifty-seventh,  fifty-eighth,  fifty-ninth,  sixtieth,  sixty-first,  sixty-second,  and 
sixty-third  sections  of  this  Act  shall  extend  and  apply  to  Coroners  and 
Elisors  em})loyed  in  the  service  or  executing  of  the  process  of  any  of  the 
Supei-ior  Courts  or  of  the  County  Courts. 

Sec.  66  In  case  a  writ  is  issued  out  of  any  Court  of  Record  directed  to  a 
Sheriff  or  ('oroner,  and  is  delivered  to  him  for  execution,  and  in  case  such 
Sheriff  or  Coroner  is  ordered  to  return  the  same  by  any  rule  or  order  of  the 
Court  out  of  which  the  writ  issued,  and  does  not  make  such  return  within 
the  time  specified  in  the  order,  any  Judge  having  jurisdiction  in  the  matter 
may  grant  to  the  plaintift"  or  defendant  in  the  writ  (as  the  case  may  be)  a 
summons  upon  the  Sherifi'  or  Coroner  to  shew  cause  why  a  writ  of  attach- 
ment should  not  issue  against  him ;  and  the  same  or  any  other  Judge, 
having  such  jurisdiction,  may  at  the  return  of  the  summons  discharge  the 
same,  or  order  a  writ  of  attachment  to  issue  against  the  Sheriff  or  Coroner, 
or  limit  a  further  period  after  which  such  writ  of  attachment  shall  i.ssue 
unless  a  return  be  made  in  the  meantime,  or  otherwise  order  as  to  such 
Judge  seems  proper  under  the  circumstances. 

Sec.  67.  In  case  such  writ  is  not  returned  at  the  expiration  of  any  further 
time  limited  by  the  order  of  the  Judge,  as  mentioned  in  the  last  preceding 
section,  and  in  case  the  service  of  such  order  and  the  failure  of  the  Sheriff 
or  Coroner  to  return  the  writ  is  proved,  the  Court  in  Term  time,  or  any 
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Judge  having  jurisdiction  as  aforesaid  in  Vacation,  may  order  a  writ  of 
attachment  to  issue  forthwith  against  the  Sheriff  or  Coroner. 

Sec.  G8.  Upon  tlie  return  of  cepl  corpus  to  any  such  attachment  in 
Vacation,  any  Judge  having  jurisdiction  as  aforesaid,  may  direct  the  issue  of 
a  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  and  thereupon  may  exercise  tlie  same  powers  and 
discretion  in  committing  the  Sheriff  or  Coroner  to  close  custody,  or  in 
admitting  him  to  bail,  and  in  all  other  respects  as  are  possessed  by  the  said 
Courts  respectively  in  Term  time. 

Sec,  69.  All  writs  of  attachment  and  habeas  corpus  issued  against  any 
Sheriff*  or  Coroner  may  be  returnable  on  a  day  certain  in  Vacation  to  be 
fixed  by  order  of  the  Judge  or  Court  ordering  the  same ;  and  such  return 
day  shall  not  be  more  than  thirty  days  from  the  issuing  of  the  writ ;  and 
when  the  writ  is  returnable  in  Vacation  it  shall,  when  issued  out  of  the 
Superior  Courts,  be  made  returnable  before  the  presiding  Judge  in  Chambers, 
and  when  issued  out  of  any  County  Court,  before  the  Judge  thereof. 

Sec.  70.  Any  Sheriff  or  Coroner  who  does  not  return  any  writ  issued  out 
of  any  of  the  said  Courts  within  three  months  after  a  writ  of  attachment 
for  not  returning  the  same  has  been  executed  against  him,  shall  foifeit  his 
office ;  and  if  he  continues  after  the  expiration  of  such  period  to  exercise 
the  duties  of  his  office  without  having  been  dul}'  reappointed  to  the  same, 
he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  S400  to  any  person  who  sues  therefor  in 
any  of  Her  Majesty's  Courts  of  Record  having  compotent  jurisdiction  ;  but 
no  such  suit  shall  bo  brought  after  the  expiration  of  twelve  months  from 
the  time  such  forfeiture  was  incurred.

CONTENTIOUS   BUSINESS. 

Re  Osier,  7  P.  R.  80 ;  24  Gr.  529. 

The  Surrogate  Courts  Act,  C.  S.  U.  C.  ch.  16,  sec.  17,  enacts  that,  unless 
otherwise  provided,  the  practice  of  the  Surrogate  Court,  shall,  so  far  as  the 
circumstances  of  the  case  will  permit,  be  according  to  the  practice  in  Her 
Majest3''s  Court  of  Probate  in  England.  Held,  that  the  word  "  practice  " 
did  not  include  costs,  so  as  to  introduce  the  tariff  of  the  English  Court. 

Held,  also,  that  in  the  absence  of  a  tariff'  of  fees  for  contentious  business 
in  the  Surrogate  Court,  the  costs  of  the  Solicitor  must  be  taxed  according 
to  the  tariff"  of  the  County  Court,  and  according  to  the  tariff  of  the  Court  of 
Chancery  for  any  work  done  in  that  Court. 

Re  Wilson — James  v.  Heal,  (unreported). 

Held,  by  Mr.  Taylor,  Master  in  Ordinary,  that  in  contentious  business 
where  the  case  is  transferred  to  the  Court  of  Chancery,  costs  for  anything 
done  before  the  transfer  should  be  allowed  on  the  Court  of  Chancery  scale, 
and  not  on  the  County  Court  scale.
